“We’ve been working on it 
ever since Iximpoc’s got one of the 
most active groups of senior citizens 
around and they’ve put in a lot of 
time and study on this — and a lot of 
other problems concerning elderly 
persons. I’m proud of the work 
they’ve done and I feel this is a great

no one and disowned by everybody has been nanowlv 
passed by the Assembly and sent to the Senate 
The spending program, which Democrats say contains a 
$57 million surplus, calls for $165 million in extra aid to 
local schools, a new attack on smog and substantial salary 
increases for state employes and higher education faculty 
members. 
It also proposes what Republicans call "political” cuts in 
the staffs of GOP Lt Gov Ed Remecke and in the state 
departments of Social Weltare and b inanco 
The budget bill, which totaled 192 million more than 
Reagan asked for, cleared the Assembly Fhursday on a 55 
18 vote 
only one vote more than the necessary two thirds 
required for passage 
Seventeen Republicans reluctantly joined 38 Democrats 
in voting for the bill They insisted they were doing so only 
to speed it to the Senate but warned they were giving "no 
commitments’* to endorse it after a final compromise 
version is written by an Assernbly-Senate conference 
committee. 
Sen. Randolph (’oilier. Democratic chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said lie believes a finished 
budget w ill be sent to Reagan by May 1, two months earlier 
than usual 


During Assembly debate everyone, including its Demo 
cratic sponsor Assemblyman \\illie Brown Jr ot San 
Francisco, disavowed the budget but urged it be approved 
to hasten a tmal compromise 
“ I alwavs thought when you didn’t like a bill you voted 
against it!” remarked Assemblyman Robert Badham, R 
Newport Beach 
Ml ot a sudden, everybody stands up and 
says how bad this budget is then asks everybody to vote for 
it 


Brown, who as chairman ot the Ways and Means Commit 
tee is the legal Assembly sponsor ot the spending bill, 
insisted, “ This is the governor's budget. It is not Willie 
Brown's budget 
But Republican leader Robert Monagan of Tracy 
countered, “ This budget is not the governor’s budget. It is 
Mr Brown's budget He has his footprints and fingerprints 
all over it.” 


“ Its the State of California's budget,” declared 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys. 
The proposal represents a billion dollar increase over the 
state's current spending level and would take effect July 1. 
The largest single expenditure, constituting 26.2 per cent of 
the total, would go for “ human relations"—a vast 
classification ranging from welfare and public health to 
prisons.

Calif (CPD— Angela Davis 
has been tied indisputably to ownership of 
a paratroop carbine and a Browning 
automatic pistol used to stage the San 
Rafael seizure of hostages. It was the most 
damaging evidence produced so far at her 
kidnap-murder trial 
A gunshop clerk told the jury Thursday 
that the former UCLA philosophy teacher 
bought the collapsible semiautomatic rifle 
which Jonathan Jackson. 17, pulled from 
his raincoat to commandeer hostages from 
a courtroom 


Another gun salesman said Miss Davis 
purchased the pistol which Jackson, the 
brother of “ Soledad Brother” George 
Jackson, handed to convict James McClain 
to set off the bloody chain of events in 
which Judge Harold Haley was killed 
In her opening statement. Miss Davis has 
said, “ It was no secret that I was the owner 
of the weapons. ” 


She went on to say that “ the evidence 
will prove that while I did purchase guns, I 
did nothing to furnish Jonathan Jackson or 
anyone else with the weapons which were 


utilized during the action of Aug 7,1970 
The trial was in recess until Monday. 
Eighteen witnesses already have testified 
for the state and Prosecutor Albert W. 
Harris Jr said the proceedings were going 
considerably faster than anticipated. 
Owen VV Swisher, a clerk in the Western 
Surplus Store in Los Angeles, reading from 
a store record said that on April 7, 1969, 
Miss Davis filled out a federal form 
required 
for

of

Plaint leld paratroop carbine 
Assistant sales manager John Plimpton 
ot the Brass Rail Gunshop in Los Angeles 
read a similar record of her purchase on 
Jan. 12.

“ The money is there to be used by someone. Mires said 
Lompoc citizens just as well get the benefit of taxes being 
taken from them as well as anyone else.” 
He said usually in such programs there is a 90-10 split of 
participation between the government and the city but that 
the city’s share can be in providing the utilities. 
“ In Lompoc’s case the utilities are already there,' Mires 
said 
As the construction is completed residents would move 
in, paying rent on the basis of their income. Mires said lor 
Lompoc he expects rents to range from $30 to $75 per 
month 
The 
maximum 
income 
an 
elderly, 
disabled 
or 
handicapped person can have and still be allowed to move 
into the housing is $4,200 
Mires said there have as yet been no estimates on the 
cost of 08 units planned for Lompoc. 
He said HUD has progressed a great deal from the World 
War 11 era when housing was thrown up, in huge clustered 
projects, with little thought or care for beauty and 
environment. Consequently, Lompoc officials will be able 
to design buildings especially suited for this area, taking 
into consideration weather factors, such as wind. 
“This means our buildings would be garden-type 
complexes,” Mires said, “built with an inner courtyard 
garden where the residents can get together and be out of 
the wind ' 
The entire 68 unit project will not be constructed on the 
same site. Several locations will be used for a few of the 
units, Mires said, generally in an area convenient to stores 
and medical facilities. 
The city of Lompoc is also working on a HUD project for 
the downtown area that will require a certain amount of 
residential area. Mires said, so the new units would be 
constructed close to or in the downtown area. 
“ The term “housing projects’ carries a stigma, 
Mires 
said, “ which we are trying to get away from. So not only 
will the units be scattered throughout the city, but they will 
be attractively designed .” 
Local contractors would be used on the project 
Mires said the homes would be constructed with as many 
safety features as possible, including no steps, “ grab bars' 
in bathrooms and other areas, carpeting, and even an 
alarm system which will allow a resident in serious trouble 
to signal others. 
Other items, such as wider doors, larger bathrooms, 
lower cabinets and shelves, would be worked into the plans 
for the comfort of the residents. 
For the most part each unit will be constructed with one 
bedroom, bath and a combination of kitchen-dining area 
with a living room, or living room-dining area with a 
kitchen. 
Mires said these homes will not be open to weltare 
recipients or large families, but only to the elderly, most 
of whom have income not'considered to be welfare. 
“ It is our experience that senior citizens are responsible 
persons who take a great deal of pride in their home and 
their surroundings,” Mires said, “this is especially true in 
Lompoc 
So we don’t expect 
serious maintenance 
problems. We feel, for example, that \ve can safely put 
carpeting in these units, which, incidently, costs no more 
than hard floor surfaces, and it will be safe from costly 
damage.”

WASHINGTON - With all the 
flap about the Pay Board, too little 
attention has been given to the Price 
Commission. Headed by amiable C. 
Jackson Grayson, a former business 
school dean, the Commission is 
crucial to any attempt to cool the 
fires of inflation. Yet it is failing.

For example, prices of finished

This 
wholesale bulge is passed on to 
consumers at retail. 
Predictably, 
corporate 
profit 
forecasts for 1972 are up as well A 
little-noticed

investment banking firm, Goldman. 
Sachs 
and 
Co., 
analyzed 
Price 
Commission profit margin and price 
guidelines

corporations will be able to boost 
their after-tax profits by 17 to 22 per 
cent in 1972.
